The Otay Water District (District) violated Order No. R9-2007-0038, Master Reclamation
Permit Otay Water District, Ralph W. Chapman Water Reclamation Facility. These
violations subject the District to possible further enforcement action by the California
Regional Water Quality Control Board, San Diego Region (San Diego Water Board),
